The Cave Spring Is the only open 
hot spring and it is just in the rear 
of the Arlington Hotel, which ac- 
commodates five hundred guests at 
once, at a price of from five to fifteen 
per day. 
Now only one more place 
and that is "Hell's Half Acre," which 
is three and a half miles away, 
am not going there this trip, but let 
me impress on the minds of all your 
readers that Hot Springs, Ark., with 
all its doctors, drug stores, bath 
houses, and everything else that I 
have written about, don't touch Bed- 
ford Springs and can't hold a candle 
to the place and the good it has done 
to men like James Buchanan, Thad. 
Stevens and hosts of others.

BROKEN PLEDGES 


Republican Machine Has Failed to 
.' 
Keep Campaign Promises. , 


A year~ago, when" the campaign for 


Governor and other important state 
officials was in progress, serious 
charges were made against the ad- 
ministration of -the affairs of the state 
by the men chosen by the Republican 
machine. Some of these charges, es- 
pecially those relating to .the robbery 
of- the state in the matter of the 
building and furnishing of the new 
capitol, were vehemently denied and 
the authors of them denounced as 
libelers of the good name of the state. 
The Republican machine's candidate 
for Governor declared that if he were 
elected the charges would be prompt- 
ly investigated, and if there was any 
foundation for them, prompt prose- 
cutions would follow his entry into 
office. 
He was electe'd, and has been 
in office nearly ten months, and al- 
though it is known that the state 
was robbed of $6,000,000, not a sin- 
gle person has as yet been punished 
or a single dollar recovered. Further 
than that, not a single one of the ac- 
cused men is to be tried until more 
than a year after Governor Stuart's 
accession. 
During that campaign the present 
Governor, also, in view of the strik- 
ing exposures made of the inefficiency 
of the state banking department, 
promised to see that the department 
was thoroughly reorganized. 
Thus 


far he has failed utterly to keep this 
pledge. The people of the state were 
promised also that there would be a 
railroad commission created with real 
powers. The commission is still to 
be appointed, and when it begins its 
work, which will not be until three 
months hence, it will have no real 
powers. The enactment of an effec- 
tive two-cent passenger 
law was 
promised. 
Such a law was enacted, 
but it has already been pronounced 
unconstitutional by one court, and 
the final decision on the matter will 
not be had until after the coming 
election. It was premised that there 
should be economy and reform in the 
administration of the state's finances, 
and a readjustment of tax burdens, 
but none of these things have been 
accomplished. The number ot state 
employees and their salaries have 
been increased. 
There have been 
no changes in the state departments, 
except in the office of the Attorney 
General. In all others the same old 
machine officials still continue under 
Governor Stuart as they did under 
Governor Pennypacker 


Under this administration, as un- 
der previous ones, many men are 
drawing large salaries from the state 
who are doing no work for it, and 
who are paying substitutes a pittance 
to perform their dutie's. These"-things 
being so, it is certainly asking very 
much of the people of Pennsylvania 
to this, year repeat their error of last 
year and give a vote of confidence to 
a machine which has uniformly cheat- 
ed

paint a picture that is not true, and

Changes Made by Last Legislature- 


Automatic Gens Prohibited. 


The last session of the Legisla- 


ture made some changes in the game 
law. 
Various incorrect reports of the 


law have been published in some 
papers and as a result there are few 
people who really know what the law 
is. 


The bill to prohibit the killing of 


quail for three years failed of pas- 
sage and the law on these birds is 
therefore unchanged. 


The open season for killing game is . 


as follows: 


Plover, number unlimited, July 15 


to December 1. 


Doves, blackbirds and shore birds, 


number unlimited, September 1 to 
January 1. 


Wild water-fowl, number unlimit- 


ed, September 1 to April 10, without 
intermission. 


Snipe, number unlimited, Septem- 


ber 1 to May 1. 


Pheasants, five a day, twenty In 


one week, fifty in one season, Octo- 
ber 1 to December 1. 


Woodcock, ten In one day, twenty 


in one week, fifty in one season, Oc- 
tober 1 to December 1. 


Squirrels, six in one day, October 
l to December 1. 


Bears, unlimited, October 1 to 


March 1. 


Wild turkeys, one in a day, four in 


a season, October 15 to December 1. 


Rabbits, unlimited, October 15 to 


December 1 
The penalty for taking 


a rabbit out of a hole has been re- 
moved and it is now lawful to take 
them in any manner during the sea- 
son. 


Quail or partridge, ten in one day, 


forty in one week, seventy-five in. 
one season, November 1 to December 
1. 


Deer, one in each season, which 


must be a male deer with horns, No- 
vember 15 to December 1. 


The new law prohibiting the use of 


automatic guns does not include the 
pump gun or lever gun.

A NEW VIEW OF 
BUNKER HILL 


By MAX ADELER 


A month or two ago Colonel Banks 


engaged a young fellow named Scud- 
der as subeditor of the Morning Ar- 
gus. On the day before the anniver- 
sary of Bunker Hill, Banks asked 
Scudder if he was familiar with the 
history of that battle, and Scudder 
said he was. So Banks told Scudder 
he would like him to write up a little 
sketch of it for the anniversary day, 
and Scudder said he would try". The 
next morning the sketch appeared in 
the Argus and attracted a good deal 
of attention. When Banks saw it he 
called Scudder in and said: 


"Mr. Scudder, didn't you tell me 


you thought you were familiar with 
the battle of Bunker Hill?" 


'•Yes, sir." 
"Well, if that is the case I will be 


obliged to you if you will mention 
to me what you mean when you say: 


•' 'By four o'clock the Confederate 


troops were ready to make the at- 
tack. 
General Washington had the 


catapults put in line to await their 
coming, and, when Napoleon saw 
them, he drew his sword, and ex- 
claimed: Soldiers! Twenty centuries 
look down upon you." 


"Now, Mr. Scudden, if you had pos- 


sessed the most ordinary acquaint- 
ance with that conflict, you would 
have been aware that Napoleon was 
not present, and that the idea of 
George Washington fighting the Con- 
federate army with, catapults is cal- 
culated to excite the derision of edu- 
cated persons. And I wish to direct 
your attention, Mr. Scudder, to an- 
other historical inaccuracy. 
At the 


bottom of the second column there 
you say: 


'• 'No sooner were the battering 


rams leveled against the walls of the 
castle than the Duke of Wellington 
seat word to his mother by General 
Butler that he would either win or be 
brought home upon his shield. Then 
ordering his men to fire at the whites 
of the enemy's eyes, he awaited the 
onset with that majestic calmness 
which ever distinguished the hero of 
Buena Vista.' 


"Now, I don't want to hurt your 


feelings, Mr. Scudder, but really, for 
a journalist, this kind of thing won't

You certainly must realize that 


the battle of Bunker Hal was not 
fought in a castle with battering 
rams; and, at any rate, when you al- 
lude to the Duke of Wellington com- 
muning with General Butler, and 
connect him with Buena Vista, there 
is actually no hope of your molding 
public opinion on those topics.

her through the heart with a bolt 
from an arquebuss.

Whole Boiled Tomatoes 


Not many people nave had toma- 


toes served boiled whole, but to the 
lover of tomatoes these are a particu- 
larly delectable dish. Select tomatoes 
01 an even size, wash and dry and lay 
them carefully in a saucepan, prefer- 
ably putting none on top of another. 
Cover the tomatoes with boiling wa- 
ter, add salt, and when the top skin 
breaks and they are easily pierced 
with a fork lift one out at a time on a 
skimmer and place on a platter, be- 
ing careful not to break the skin. 
Slash each one with a cross on the 
top, as you would a baked potato 
draw this upper skin away slightly 
drop in a few grains of sugar, season 
with pepper and salt and add a cube 
of butter. 
When eating, the skin 


may be drawn farther back and the 
centre of the tomato easily removed 
with a fork.—American Home Maga- 
zine.

Hallowe'en Ceremonies 


The ceremonies appropriate to Hal- 


lowe'en are of wholly pagan origin, 
and even to this day the ancient rites 
are celebrated in parts of Scotland. 
Great fires are built outdoors on 
heaps of stones. All the home fires 
are put out and until midnight only 
these are permitted to burn. 
Then, 


at the stroke of twelve, each person 
takes a bit of the fire to his home and 
with it kindles a fresh blaze upon 
his hearth. At this ceremonial many 
centuries ago the Druid priests offi- 
ciated. 
The fires they kindled were 


sacred. 


In the ninth century Pope Gregory 


IV appointed November 1 as a day 
for the celebration of the memory of 
all the saints and martyrs not al- 
eady honored by an allotment of 
special days in the calendar. Hence 
the name 
"All-Hallows," or "All 


Saints' Day.'' The choice of this day 
was determined doubtless by the fact 
;hat the first of November, or rather 
;he eve of the night preceding it, was 
;he occasion of the ancient pagan fes- 
ival of the harvest, for it was the 
policy of the Church to supplant 
heathen by Christian observances. 


Therefore it is that apples, pump- 


kins and nuts, which are typical au- 
umn products, are most used as sym- 
)ols in connection with the occasion. 
One "bobs" for apples in a tub of 
water, or tried to bite a piece out of 
an apple hung on the end of a string. 
Festoons of apples, green or red, are 
suspended in the house; portieres of 
ripe nuts strung on cords are em- 
ployed for decorating the doorways, 
and niches are filled with sheaves of 
:orn and wheat. 


The reason why vegetables, fruits 


and nuts always figure so conspicu- 
ously in the celebration of Hallowe'en 
s simply that the festival is by ori- 
gin a harvest rejoicing. It is a thanks- 


iving for the safe and successful 
arnering of the crops in autumn.

God Save the Commonwealth 


WHEREAS, BY THE TENTH Sec- 
tion of an Act of the General As- 
sembly of the Commonwealth of 
Pennsylvania, entitled "An Act to 
amend the 10th Section of an Act 
entitled, 'An Act to regulate the nom- 
ination and election of public officers, 
requiring certain expenses incident 
thereto to be' paid by the several 
counties, and punishing certain offen- 
ses in regard to such election,' " ap- 
proved the 26th day of June, A. JD. 
1895, it is provided as follows: 
Section 10 — It shall be the duty of 
the Sheriff of every county, at least 
ten days before any general election 
to be held therein, except borough 
and township elections, to give notice 
of the same by advertisements in at 
least three newspapers, if there be 
so many published in the county, two 
of said newspapers representing so 
far as practicable the political party 
which at the preceding November 
election cast the largest number ot 
votes and the other one of said 
newspapers representing so far as 
practicable the political party which 
at the preceding November election 
cast the next largest number ot 
votes, and in addition thereto the 
Sheriff 
of every county shall, at 
least ten days before any general 
election to be held in cities of the 
first, second and third classes, give 
notice ot the same by proclamation 
posted up in the most conspicuous 
places in every election district in 
said cities of the first, second and 
third class and in every such adver- 
tisement or proclamation, 
I. 
Enumerate the officers to be 
elected and give a list of all the nom- 
inations made as provided in this 
act and to be voted for in such coun- 
ty, and the full text of all constitu- 
tional amendments submitted to a 
vote of the people, but the proclama- 
tion posted in each election district 
need not contain the names of any 
candidates but those to be voted for 
in such district. 
II. 
Designate the place at which 
the election is to be held. 
III. 
He shall give notice that 
every person, excepting justices of 
the peace, who shall hold any office 
or appointment of profit or trust un- 
der the government of the United 
SJates, or of this State, or of any 
ciftf or incorporated district, whether 
a commissioned officer or otherwise, 
a subordinate officer or agent who is 
or shall be employed under the Leg- 
islative, Executive or Judiciary De- 
partment of this State or of the Uni- 
ted States, or of any city or incorpo- 
rated district; and ajso that every 
member of Congress and of the State 
Legislature, and of the select or com- 
mon council of any city, or commis- 
sioners of any incorporated district, 
is by law, incapable of holding or 
exercising at the same time the of- 
fice or appointment of judge, inspec- 
tor or clerk of any election of this 
commonwealth, and that no inspec- 
tor, judge or other officer of any 
such election shall be eligible to any 
office to be then voted for except 
that of an election officer. 
Therefore, I, JOSEPH P. IMLER,
